Amongst the Acts pasaed daring Iss> ses- 
sion of the Provincial Legislature and aaoo- 
tiooed bj the Lioutenont-UovorDor was one 
eDtillei "Too Registration ol Births, DeathB 
and MarriagGB Act, 1872/' This Aot comet 
into force on ttio first day of September 
next; and, inasmuch as it directly concerns, a 
largo cIobb of the peoplo, whose nooobsor- 
vance of iti provisions will eipose them to 
pains and penalties, it aeems both proper and 
naceesary that wo Bhoald inform the publio 
or the nafcuro of these provisions in order 
that those immediately concerned naty re- 
gulato tbei: conduct thereby. Seoiion 1 
empowers the Lieutenant-Governor in Coun- 
cil to divide the Provinoa it>to Districts for 
the purposes of tba Act, to publish tba same, 
aadfrom timetotimeto alterorvory the boun- 
daries thereof. Section 2 empowers the Lien- 
tenant Governor in Council to appoint Dis- 
trict Registrars of Binhe, Deaths and Mar- 
riages, suon District Registrars to be under 
tha superintendence of the Registrar Gen- 
eral ol Titles', who shall also act as Registrar 
in bis own District. Sections 3 and 4 pro- 
vide for the supplying of hooks, &o, to the 
District Registrars, and the making of an- 
nual rttumB to the Registrar General. Sec- 
tion 5 provides that the father of any child 
born iu the Province, or in case of absence 
or denth, tbo mother, or aDy person itaodlng 
in tba plaeo of the parent-, or the occupiers 
of the bouse, or the nnrsa present, shall, 
withio sixty days from tbe date ol aoob bitti, 
give notice to the Registrar ol toe District, 
with each information as may be requirod, 
Section 6 provides for tbe registration of il- 
ligiiimate children. Seoiion 8 is ae follows ; 
. " Tha occupier of tbe bouBe or tenement 
, in which a death shall take place, or, if tbe 
occupier be tbe person who sbull have died, 
then some odb ol the persons residing in tbe 
house in which the death took place, or, if 
Kfth deetb i-hall not have taken place »ithiu 
a Bouse, then any person present at the 
dea^b, or having any knowledge of the cir- 
cnrn&UDOes 'attending the same, or the Cot 
ooerjwho may have attended any inquest 
hiicToo such perion shall, before tbe lotor- 
rnent of tba body, or within thirty d»js altrr, 
■apply to tbe Registrar of tbe District iu 
Which death fcuou place, according to his or 
her knowledge or btlisf, »ll tne particulars 
reqaired (o be regi>tercd touching i-och deata 
bj the form provided in Sohedule C to 'his 
Aol.'' Section 9 provides that "Every Cler- 
gyman, Minitt.-r, or ether persao authorized 
by law tJ celebrate marriages, eball be re- 
quired iu report each and every marriage he 
eelebrutes to the Registrar ol the District 
within which such roHrtiajje is celebrated, 
witnin oiotty dajs from tue date ol suoh 
marriage, with the particulars rfquired by 
Schedule B, appended to tDiB Act." Sec- 
tion 11 imposes uioo ever? Medical Prac- 
titioner tne dotyol making rttarns within 
thirty days ol the death of any persoo pro- 
fessionally attended by him. Section 12 
provides for currecttoD ol errors oromiseions; 
13 ionpoeea a penalty oo District Regirtraia 
for Don-perlormance of duiy; 14 tor trsn 
script of original return*; 15 lor certified ex- 
tracts; 15 imposes a penult? of not les- than 
forty or moretnan one hundred dollars opon 
any peisorj kno'ingly or willully making or 
oau>iog io be made any false statement or 
entry; 17 for RegiBtrar-Geoeral'a annual re- 
port; 18empower» Governor in Uuuncil from 
time to time to make such further rules, &c. 
as may De deemed necessary, Section 19 
ptovides' tha', "If any hotiaetiolde , head ol 
a family, Clergy mao , Registrar, PhjBician, 
or other person or poisons required by thin 
Act to teport births, marriages aod deaths 
refuses or wilfully neglects to do so within 
tbe time named, such porsons shall, for eaoh 
and every offence, forfeit and pay a tumol nst 
less than Qve dolniB, nor more than twenty 
dollalS and costs, io the discretion ol the 
Presiding Jnsiiuo before whom the case shall 
be heard; aai it shall be the duty of the 
District Registrar to prosBCota all such per- 
sons so neglecting or refusing to make the 
required report*, in oases vrnero no report 
whatever haB been given." Seotion 20 pro- 
Tides for the recovery of penalties by sum- 
mary proci'Bs bf.fore any Justice ot tbe Penou 
having jurisdiction. Such it a hasty sum- 
mary of the principal provisions ot an Act 
which will corne into operaiion oo the first of 
September Dest. Is it Dot ; imo the Di-uriore 
for tbe purposes of this Act were defioed and 
gazttttd f

Blake ou British Clumbia, 



The Hod. E. Blake, in a recent speech be- 
fore bis constituents, ridiculed tbe idea ol 
giviDg British Columbia six members. She 
bad only a population of 10,500, be said, and 
politically wss not of as much impottacoe bb 
one of ibe towosbipi of Bruce, Taking op 
tbe cudgels for British Oo.'umhia. as it el- 
ways doos, the Hamilton Spectator says, 
"Take the case ol British Colambia, tbe 
youngest Province of tbe Dominion, whoso 
loyal and patriotic coarse— againit at least 
it» present Belf-interesi— h»B given us tbe 
Pucifio Ocean, as tho western boundary 
of Canada, which hss brought into the 
common stick some of the richest and rurtBt 
gifts of any Province in the groop. Donbt- 
L as tho people of thst Provinoe tboaght they 
would bo welcomed with cordiality oo every 
hand ; and bo they were except by tbe rep 
reseoitttives of the Ontario ' Cloar Grits," 
aud Irom tbetn tbay received nrtiing but 
coldness and abosa. Their prateiiBioua 
wore ridioulod, tha resources of thoir coun- 
try were dooried, tho tirms tbey asked wee 
prouuunoed mousirouB. Ot cuurse taii» 
aroused a leoling of intense bittarosss in 
British Columbia. ; aod her representatives 
ure, consequently, uoanimougiy opposed to 
tbe men whose short-sighted policy led tu 
i h ut bineruers; though S'jme ol these repre- 
sentatives are men who OoaBt they have been 
lilt-louu Rufurmers." As a oommaotary on 
Mr. Blake's diaparaging remarks about 
Briiiab Co'utnbia, we quote the following 
extracts from the speech of Col. MoGiveriu

In the Commons the second clause of the 
Scotch Education Bill, which bud been acci- 
dentally Btrack out, was restored.

take private business was objectionable. He 
recommended tbu appointment of a Minister 
of Justice, to which tbe Chancellor of the 
Exchequer objeoted, as did also Mr Gladstone 
and ultimately tbe proposed resolution was 
negatived by a large majority. The election 
for Bedfordshire resultud in ihe return of Mr 
Basset.
